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STOCKHOLDERS  MEETING. 


Guilford  Hotel,  Greensboro,  N.  C,  July  11th  ,1912. 

In  accordance  with  the  By-laws  of  the  Company  and  in 
pursuance  of  notice  regularly  given,  the  stockholders  of 
the  North  Carohna  Railroad  Company  met  in  the  city  of 
Greensboro,  N.  C,  at  12  o'clock  M.,  July  11th,  1912. 

Col.  B.  Cameron  moved  that  Col.  J.  T.  Morehead  be 
elected  Chairman  of  the  meeting,  which  motion  was  duly 
seconded  and  unanimously  adopted.  Col.  Morehead  took 
the  chair  and  requested  A.  H.  Eller,  Secretary,  to  record 
the  minutes  of  the  meeting. 

The  Chairman  then  called  upon  the  Proxy  Committee 
appointed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  1911,  to- wit,  Mr.  C.  D. 
Benbow  and  L.  M.  Michaux,  to  make  its  report.  Mr. 
Benbow  reported  for  the  Committee  as  follows: 

Private  stock  represented  in  person 1296  shares. 

Private  stock  represented  by  proxy 5883  shares. 

Total         7179  shares. 

The  Chairman  then  called  for  the  credentials  of  the 
State's  proxy,  and  thereupon  Mr.  J.  M.  Reese  presented 
his  credentials  issued  by  Gov.  W.  W.  Kitchin. 
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The  Chairman  then  announced  that  there  was  a  qnorum 
present  and  the  meeting  duly  constituted  and  organized 
and  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business.  The  minutes 
of  the  last  stockholders  meeting  were  read  by  the  Secre- 
tary and  approved  without  amendment. 

The  President  then  read  his  annual  report  and  submit- 
ted the  same,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  the  Finance  Com.mittee,  the  Land  Commit' 
tee  and  the  Expert.  Mr.  L.  M.  Michaux  moved  that  the 
said  reports  made  and  transmitted  by  the  President  to 
this  meeting  be  accepted  and  ordered  published  in  pamph- 
let form,  together  with  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting. 
This  motion  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Chairman  then  announced  that  the  election  of  direc- 
tors Y7RS  in  order,  consisting  of  12,  four  on  the  part  of  the 
private  stockholders  and  eight  on  the  part  of  the  State. 

Major  J.  W.  Graham  moved  that  the  Proxy  Committee 
collect  the  ballots  and  cast  the  sam.e  for  all  the  private 
stockholders  present  in  person  or  by  proxy  for  the  four 
directors.  Col.  Cameron  nominated  for  directors  on  the 
part  of  the  private  stockholders  Col.  \Ym.  E.  Holt,  Mr. 
Hugh  MacRa-e,  Col.  B.  Cameron  and  Mr.  Alexander  VT^ebb. 
There  were  no  further  nomiinations.  Thereupon  Mr.  C. 
D.  Benbow  on  the  part  of  the  Proxy  Committee  cast  the 
vote  for  the  stockholders  present,  to-wit,  7179,  and  the 
Chairman  announced  that  said  gentlemen  had  been  duly 
elected  directors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Mr.  J,  M.  Reese,  the  State's  proxy,  then  nominated  and 
cast  the  vote  of  the  State,  to-wit,  80,002  shares,  for  the 
following  directors  on  the  part  of  the  State  for  the  ensuing 
year:  Messrs.  T.  S.  Fleshman,  R.  L.  Holt,  C.  S.  Penn, 
N.  B.  McCanless,  C.  C.  Hargrave,  A.  E.  Smith,  John  W. 
Graham  and  J.  D.  Elliott,  and  the  Chairm.an  announced 
that  the  said  persons  had  been  duly  elected. 

The  election  of  a  Finance  Comm.ittoe  on  the  part  of  the 
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State  then  being  in  order,  Mr.  J.  M.  Reese,  State's  proxy, 
nominated  and  voted  the  stock  of  the  State  for  the  follow- 
ing persons  to  be  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  for 
the  ensuing  year,  to-wit: 

Messrs.  W.  T.  Hollowell,  R.  L.  Campbell,  R.  T.  Poole, 
R.  L.  Tyson  and  Percy  J.  Olive;  and  the  Chairman  an- 
nounced that  they  had  been  duly  elected. 

Major  J.  W.  Graham  then  moved  that  L.  M.  Michaux 
and  C.  D.  Benbow  be  elected  a  Proxy  Committee  for  the 
annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  1913.  This  motion  was  duly 
seconded  and  unanimously  adopted.  Mr.  L.  M.  Michaux 
then  introduced  a  resolution  in  commemoration  of  Gen.  R. 
P.  Hoke,  which  was  seconded  and  unanimously  adopted 
by  a  rising  vote,  and  is  as  follows: 
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RESOLVED  by  the  stockholders  of  the  North  Caro- 
hna  Railroad  Company  in  meeting  assembled: 

That  we  have  learned  with  deep  regret  of  the  death 
of  General  Robert  Frederick  Hoke,  a  stockholder  and 
for  about  35  years  a  Director  of  this  Company,  whose 
services  to  the  Company  and  especially  in  the  interest 
of  the  private  stockholders;  have  been  able,  faithful 
and  most  valuable.  The  Company  never  had  a  more 
intelligent,  alert  and  conservative  officer.  His  emi- 
nent character  and  patriotic  services  in  war  are 
known  to  all  men,  and  his  devotion  to  the  upbuilding 
of  the  industries  of  the  State  after  the  devastation  of 
the  war,  set  an  example  that  has  been  of  incalculable 
benefit  to  all  the  people. 

We  desire  to  put  on  record  our  high  appreciation 
of  his  long  and  most  useful  services,  and  of  a  life  and 
character  which  would  adorn  the  history  of  any  age 
or  country. 

Resolved,  further,  that  these  resolutions  be  spread 
upon  the  minutes  of  this  meeting,  published  in  the 
newspapers  of  this  State,  and  a  copy  sent  to  his 
family. 


President  Cameron  stated  that  another  resolution  touch- 
ing upon  the  death  of  General  Hoke  had  been  prepared  at 
his  request  by  A.  H.  Eller,  and  asked  that  the  same  be 
read.  This  resolution,  which  was  also  unanimously  adopt- 
ed by  rising  vote,  is  as  follows: 
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A  MEMORIAL. 

The  death  of  Major  General  Robert  P.  Hoke  at  his 
summer  home  in  Lincolnton,  N.  C,  on  July  3rd,  1912, 
is  an  event  that  touches  to  tenderness  the  great  heart 
of  North  Carolina  and  awakes  the  proudest  memories 
of  our  heroic  past. 

The  most  commanding  figure  which  our  State  has 
given  to  the  world  takes  his  place  high  amongst  the 
names  of  those  who  have  achieved  enduring  fame. 
He  no  longer  belongs  to  us — history  has  claimed  her 
own,  and  now  lays  upon  his  breast  the  accolade  of 
honor  which  his  modest  hand  put  away  to  the  utmost 
limit  of  his  life. 

Rising  from  the  ranks  by  force  of  military  genius, 
he  stood  at  the  close  of  the  most  titanic  struggle  of 
which  history  keeps  a  record,  an  acknowledged  mas- 
ter of  war — marked  for  the  command  of  the  Army  of 
Northern  Virginia,  when,  if  ever,  the  strength  of  its 
Commander-in-Chief  should  fail. 

His  hero-heart  remained  unconquered  and  uncon- 
querable. In  the  farewell  address  to  his  soldiers,  his 
lofty  spirit  takes  a  vision  of  the  ages  and  looks  beyond 
the  disaster  of  the  present  to  the  triumph  that  is  to  be. 
"The  past"  he  says,  "looms  before  me  in  its  illumi- 
nating grandeur." 

"Freedom's  battle  once  begun. 
Bequeathed  from  bleeding  sire  to  son, 
Though  baffled  oft,  is  ever  won." 

Not  in  war  only,  but  in  the  clear  light  of  peace,  his 
lofty  character  and  gentle  example  shone  out  like  a 
lamp  to  the  feet  of  those  who  must  tread  a  dark  and 
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weary  way. 

Prom  the  hour  that  peace  was  proclaimed,  his  face 
was  ever  to  the  future,  his  eye,  hke  the  eagle's, 
watching  for  the  rising  sun. 

His  was  a  kindred  spirit  to  that  of  the  immortal 
poet  who  wrote: 

"Let  the  dead  past  bury  its  dead, 
Act  in  the  living  present. 
Heart  within  and  God  o'erhead." 

In  no  other  character  do  we  find  so  fully  contained 
the  glory  of  the  old  South  and  the  progress  of  the  new. 

Wise  in  counsel,  faithful  to  every  trust,  devoted  to 
every  duty,  his  lifd  was  a  beacon  light  that  shineth 
more  and  more  unto  the  perfect  day. 

Selected  by  Gov.  Vance  in  1877,  a  Director  of  this 
Company,  then  and  now  the  State's  most  valuable 
possession,  he  remained  its  devoted,  trusted  cham- 
pion and  protector  to  his  latest  day;  and  was  making 
ready  to  attend  this  annual  meeting  when  the  white 
horses  brought  the  final  summons  to  his  door. 

Words  are  the  expression  of  thought — sorrow  has 
other  tongues.  We  cannot  place  upon  this  page, 
made  sacred  to  his  memory,  the  tribute  which  our 
hearts  in  their  fullness  would  offer.  But  we  do,  with 
one  voice,  resolve  that  as  we  loved  and  honored  him 
in  life,  in  death  we  will  revere  his  memory." 


On  motion  thanks  were  extended  to  Hon.  Jas.  T.  More- 
head,  Chairman,  and  the  meeting  adjourned.

Gentlemen: — 

As  required  by  the  By-laws  of  your  Company,  I  here- 
with submit  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
Finance  Committee  and  Expert  and  Land  Committee. 

From  the  information  thus  furnished  you  will  observe 
that  both  the  financial  and  physical  condition  of  your  pro- 
perty has  continued  to  improve  since  our  last  annual 
meeting.  The  statements  contained  in  the  above  reports 
are  bound  to  afford  satisfaction  to  those  who  are  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  this  Company  and  its  prosperity. 

But  your  President  is  deeply  pained  to  record  the  death 
of  that  distinguished  member  of  our  Board  of  Directors, 
Gen.  R.  F.  Hoke,  who  entered  in  rest  ontheSrdinst.,  who 
has  for  so  many  years  been  guiding  the  destinies  of  this 
Company  by  his  wise  counsel,  enlightened  judgment  and 
faithful  service.  Coming  into  the  Board  under  the  ap- 
pointment of  Gov.  Vance,  at  the  end  of  the  Reconstruction 
period  of  our  State's  history,  he  found  your  property  in  a 
very  delapidated  condition  and  your  stock  at  a  very  low 
figure  on  the  market. 

By  the  sagacious  management  adopted  by  him  and  his 
associates  notably  Gov.  T.  M.  Holt,  Mr,  Henry  W.  Fries  and 
Col.  Don  MacRae,  they  gradually  lifted  your  company  out 
of  the  slough  of  despond  into  a  more  healthy  condition, 
until  now  its  prosperity  is  surpassed  by  but  very  few 
companies  in  the  United  States.  They  paid  off  its  large 
bonded  indebtedness  by  providing  a  Sinking  Fund,  the 
chief  investments  of  which  Vv'^as  your   own    stock,   v/hich 
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was  bought  at  very  low  figures,  and  when  the  bonds  ma- 
tured were  sold  at  par,  the  proceeds  of  which  took  up  the 
bonds,  so  we  now  have  no  bonded  indebtedness — a  most 
unusual  circumstance  in  this  country. 

Every  policy  advocated  by  Gen.  Hoke  resulted  in  benefit 
to  your  Company,  and  some  of  those  policies  that  were 
bitterly  fought  were  sustained  by  the  Legislature  and  the 
higher  Courts. 

Well  and  truly  did  he  serve  this  Company  as  a  labor  of 
love  for  the  long  period  of  35  years,  with  profit  to  the 
Company,  with  credit  to  himself  and  honor  to  his  State. 
For  his  devotion  to  the  Company  was  only  succeeded  by 
his  devotion  to  the  State.  Indeed  we  do  mourn  his  loss 
and  bless  his  memory,  and  the  State  should  do  likewise. 
For  in  the  language  of  one  of  my  distinguished  predeces- 
sors, Hon.  S.  B.  Alexander — "If,  therefore,  the  present 
status  is  maintained,  the  taxpayers  of  the  State  may  rest 
assured  that  they  will  never  be  called  upon  to  pay  the  in- 
terest on  the  bonds  issued  by  the  State  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad,  because  the  large 
amount  semi-annually  due  therefor  will  be  paid  easily  out 
of  the  constantly  recurring  dividends  due  to  the  State 
from  your  Company." 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.
